THE WEATHER. 
Northern Alherja has been onjoying 


particularly fina weather of late. 
The days are clear, bright and sunny, 
the nights clear and cold. The roads 
aithough somewhat heavy in places, 
are very good, and farmers and 
sjreighiers find the good rozds to 


great advantage at presen. A large 
guantity of snow has fallen, hut it 
was Not acoompanied by wind and 
the roags have not drifted to any 
apresiable ¢xtent. The trsin fron 
the -sevth has, with 2 very few ex- 
geptions, been arriving sharp ep time, 


*. 


and a snow blockade on the Calgary 
and Edmonton line has been unheard 
of. From almost every part of Can- 
ada and the western and northern 
States some reports of disastrous 
storms, causing a stoppage of trains 
and great congestion of traffic. The 
following dispatch from Detroit, dat- 
ed March 14, reveals the state of the 
weather there: 

“A furious blizzard descended on 
{Detroit and lower Michigan during 
the night, and the heavy snow, fall, 
drifted by the high east wind, is de- 
laying tpaffic considerably. Several 
railway lines were almost completely 
paralyzed during the early hours.” 

We have been hearing reports ‘ of 
the terrible snow storms that have 
been virtually burying Western On- 
tario. The Grand Trunk lines have 
been tied up and towns of two and 
three thousand inhabitants have gone 
for several days without a particle of 
mail. The following account of the 
snow storm, which with them has 
seemed to have lasted all winter, is 
taken from the Paisley Advocate of 
March iith, and is as follows: ; 

“Up to Tuesday evening of this 
week we have been without a mail 
hy train for ten days. As mentioned 
in our last issue the last mai! train 
from the south passed through on 
Saturday, Feb. 27th. On Wednesday 
of last week a snow-plow passed up, 
ihe weatker was mild, and everybody 
hoped act last the winter bleckade was 
at an end, Not so, however, for on 
Thursday morning there came up a 
snowstorm that outclassed all its 
predecessors for half a century back. 
The railroad tracks were filled right 


up worse than at any time since laid. 
A snow-plow, four engines and a big 
gang of shovellers were from Thurs- 
cay to, Tuesday evening cutting 
through the drifts and ice from 
Southampton to Dunkeld, and. they 
worked hard, by day, by night, and 
on Sunday. A railroad company that 
could do any better than the G. T. R. 
compony have done through the 
storm period, must be equipped with 
supernatural power. The municipal 
{ councils along the line from Guelph 
to Scuthampton got mail through by 
stage, upon application to the postal 
authorities, A batch of mail matter 
arrived here on Saturday from Port 
Elgin and Southampton, while on 
Sunday we received Tuesday and 
Wednesday’s mail from the south. 
This afforded quite a* break in the 
monoteny of the ten-day soow- 
in. Another storm came up on Tues- 
day evening, and the late train’ which 
was being sent up, got stalled in the 
snow two miles below Walkerton. 
There is again four feet of snow on 
the track in some places, and no 
trains have got through today (Wed- 
nesday), up to the time of going to 
press.”
